Public School Education. 


Ata late meeting of the Public School 
Board of Toronto a revolution was passed in 
favor of so changing the otrriculum ‘ that 
more time may be devoted to tho study of 
those branches of education which aro «f 
genoral utility in ev lifo, and leas to 
those which, altho interesting, are of 
little practical use unless pursued. furthor 
than can well be{done in the Public Schools.” 

This is a move in the right direction and 
worthy of the attention of School Boards all 
over the Province, It isa well known fact 
that the great masa of children receive no 
systematic educetion other than that given 
in the Public Schools, It is therefore of 
vital importance that the period—say seven 
years—spent in the schools shculd be used 
to tho utmost advantage, Little titne should 
be spent in morely ornamental studies—little 
time in beginning studies which the pupil is 
not likely to follow up in after life. 

The old notion that the ‘three R's” 
should be the beginning and end of a common 
school education was tov narrow. Cortainly 
they, at least, should be taught. No one is 
fit for the common duties of life who cannot 
read intelligontly avy ordinary English book 
or newspaper, write a plain English letter 
and make the calculations commonly used in 
business avd in the trades, But it ought to 
be possible, in the six or seven years in 
which the mind is exceedingly active and 
receptive, to do a great deal more than this, 
anda great deal more is useful and even 
necessary. Drawing, for instance, is not 
merely an ornamental study, The object of 
teaching it is not to enable a pupil to make 
a score of pictures to adorn the walls of a 
parlor, or add to thoir hideousness, as the 
case may be; but to give them a perception 
of form, size and proportion, and a skill in 
handling the pencil, which will be useful in 
any trade, Nor is any system of education 
pomplets which does not give preparation 
for the hours of leisure as well as the hours 


pent in the counting-house or workshop. 
he leisure of the ill trained, poorly-stored 
mind is a prolitic source of mischief, while 
a mind trained to reading, observation and 
reflection is powerfully armed against temp- 
jou, A thousand warnings against read- 
ing pernicious literature will not avail as 
much as an education which gives an appre- 
ciation for the works of the master minds. 
A good knowledge of the history at least 
of Canada, Great Britain and the United 
States, and of geography, cannot be regard 
ed as superfluous in a common school educa- 
tion; itis simply part of the equipment of 
an intelligent man, without which he cannot

There are many subjects, however, on the 
list of studies, which are useless unless the 
pupil has the desire and the means to pursue 
the higher branches of education or enter 
the professions, when they can avail them- 
selves of the special training to be had in 
the institutions which the higher education- 
ists have provided at the public expense. 
Not one boy in a thousand passing through 
the Public schools is benefited by the special 
subjects tanght, but he is compelled to take 
them and to submit to competitive examina- 
tions on them, Every hour of his school 
life he has to grapple with subjects of which 
he can only learn a smattering and which, if 
fully mastered, would be of no nse in after 
life; and all his hours at home are taken up 
in struggling with useless tasks set him in 
accordance with the ideas of the educational 
sharps who are always on the hunt for new 
text books with which to increase the bur- 
den of the poor scholar, 

This is a matter which is worth the atten- 
tion not only of School boards, but of teach- 
ers and all true friends of education. The 
great number of text books now required is 
a tax almost insupportable by many a poor 
family; and the frequent chavges made in 
text books, many of them certainly not an 
improvement, makes it hardensome for all. 
We hope the matter will be so vigorously 
taken up as to compel a reform in this mat- 
ter by authority of the Education Depart- 
ment,

Parliament and Prohibition. 


The prohibition reaoiution. introduced by 
Mr, Jamicson was debated in Parliament on 
Wednosday evening of last week, and way 
defeated on an amendment proposed by the 
Hon. Mr, Foster, Minister inance, to 
refer the whole q jon to a Royal ne 
mission to take evidence and report, The 
proposal for a Royal Commission was carried 
y a majority of 19 or 20 votes. 

Referring to this the Montreal 
saya: — 

‘* Prohibitionista and temperance adyo- 
cates generally should immediately prepare 
to take advantage of the Royal Commission 
which is about to be issued to investigate 
the prohibition question, The Commission 
was the ebepeetion of an enemy who wished 
merely to defeat the prohibitionist motion 
without injuring his party, and as the origi- 
nal proposition was framod it would have 
been an exceeding bad thing for the prohi- 
bition cause, Against the opinion of the 
prohibitionists the Government accepted the 
suggestion of the enemies of prohibition. 
The fact that they are responsible for the 
project is a clear advantage to the cause of 
temperance, Although the Government ac- 
cepted the suggestion of the Commission, it 
accepted little else which was included in 
the amendment of Mr, Macintosh. There 
is, in the first place, no mention whatever 
of compensation in the Government's resolu 
tions; that alone is an immense gain, as the 
Commission is not instructed or committed 
in any way to giving any attention to that 
subject. Indeed, the omission of such ref- 
erences from the amendment, which origi- 
nally contained them, implies that the Gov- 
ernment recognizes the fact that the liquor- 
dealers and manufacturers bave no just 
claim whatever to compensation. This will 
not, however, prevent efforts on the part of 
certain interests to have the commission 
committed to some such recommendation, 
and the probibitionists should be prepared 
with al the arguments and precedents 
against such acourse. In the second place, 
the Government's proposition extends the 
sphere of the investigation of the commis- 
sion, so as te exclade much, if not all, that 
the prohibitionists would like to bring be- 
fore it. The amendment, as prepared by 
Mr. Macintosh, proposed strict investiga- 
tion in regard to all the supposed objections 
and obstacles to prohibition and only in- 
cluded, as if incidentally, brought in as an 
afterthought, a clause instructing the Com- 
mission to consider some small part of the 
question, The Government’s resolution, 
though suggested by an enemy, has been 
drawn ay by a friend of the temperance 
cause, who, if he manages to frame the Com 
mission as wisely as he has framed the reso 
lutions, will deserve the confidence at least,

in respect to it, of the temperance people. 
Mr. Foster’s speech in vindication of his 
course since his entry into the Ministry was 
a manly one, and as a confession of faith 
was with the exception of one or two parts, 
in which he showed weakness of backbone, 
fairly satisfactory. The trouble is that bis 
acts until now have not squared with his 
principles or creed, and though a man speak 
with the tongues or men and of angels, yet 


latest act is in itself, apart from being an 
amendment to a proposal by the prohibition- 
ists, acommendable one. If properly framed 
and composed as to personnel, the Commis- 
sion should be a success. Only earnest, re- 
sponsible, respectable men of both opinions 
should find a place on the Commission.

Insect Pests. 


The worst enemies of the farmer and 
gardener are the most insignificant. It is 
not difficult to protect growing crops against 
large destroyers, but it has been found al- 
most impossible to deal with the countless 
myraids of insects which attack almost every 
crop that is raised. 


that in most cases prove effective, A bul- 
letin just issued by the department of agri- 
culture at Ottawa contains ‘ recommenda- 
tions for the prevention of damage by some 
common insects of the farm, the orchard and 
garden,” and is prepared by Mr. Fletcher, 
entomologist and botanist at the Domioion 
experimental farm. ‘The various remedies 
proposed have all been in use; but the bul- 
letin describes the methods of their prepara- 
tion and application, Paris green and Lon 
don purple are ‘* sure remedies for all man- 
dibulate or biting insects.” If applied too 
strong they will injure the plants. A aoe 
ter of a pound of Paris green to fifty gallons 
of water are sufficient. For peach trees no 
more than a pound to 300 gallons of water 
should be used. A kerosene emulsion is 
made by boiling half a pound of soap in a 
gallon of rain water, When boiling hot 
turn into it a gallon of coal vil, and churn 
or agitate until a smooth, creamy mixtare is 
formed, Use one part of this emulsion with 
nine times its measure of warm water, 
White hellebore will destroy leaf eating in- 
sects. Pyrethrum powder is fatal to most 
insects; and housekeepers will bo glad to 
learn that it will free houses of flies and 
mosquitoes, ‘Tobacco water kills plant lice 
and some other insects. 

Farmers, gardeners, and fruit growers, 
will do well to procure this bulletin and 
study it carefully.

Inan English magazine the Rey. Alex. 
Robertson publishes an account of a prison 
for women in Venice, which he recently 
visited, and about which hardly anything 
has ever been written. It stands on the 
Howery and healthy Guideca Island, which 
is separated from the rest of the city of 
Venice by a broad arm ofthe lagoon. The

Tho bullotins which are being issued from 
time to time by the Department of Agricul 
ture at Ottawa convey an amount of infor 
mation, both scientific and practical, which 
cannot fail, if Properly: appreciated and 
used, to be of great service to Canadian 
far: s, and by consequence to Canada it 
self, Bulletin No, 12, the last to hand, is a 
pamphlet of exceptional value, It consists 
of two parts, both dealing with maize, or 
Indian corn, Part I,, by Profoasor Saun 
dora himself, tronts of maize as a fodder 
plant. Part IL, by Mr. Shutt, tho chemist 
of the I imental Farm, is a report on 
the chomical composition of cortain variction 
of maize, its certain purpose being to show 
ut what 1 the crop nay be most. profit: 
ably cut, One simple but most important 
fact which Professor Sounders insists upon 
should he well pondored by Canadian farm: 
ors, cast or west, It ia the demonstrable 
yet widely forgotten fact, that ‘ with every 
lond of grain they well they dispose of a part 
of the valuable constituents of their land in 
the important ingredients which this grain 
has taken from the soil and stored in its 
substance, and this process of drawing cou 
tinually on the fertility of the land without 
making adequate returns is just a8 certain 
to result in impoverishment as would fro- 
quent drafts OERAKE oposita on a limited 
balance in a bank.” ‘The mode of proven- 
tion is equally simple, It consists, in a 
word, in abandoning tho practice, still too 
prevalent in some sections, of depending for 
returns on the salo of coereala alone, or on 


the disposal of hay grown on the farm, and 
acting upon the knowledge which both sci 
ence and experience concur in bestowing. 
This Pena is that the course just de- 
seribed will sooner or later reduce the best 
farm to such a condition as to make crop: 
ping unprofitable, while, on the other hand, 
“when the growing of grain and hay is as- 
sociated with the raising of stock and pas- 
turing, and where a large proportion of what 
is grown on the land is fod to cattle on the 
farm, the manuriul constituonts obtained 
will, if well cared for and irned to the 
soil, materially aid in maintaining its fertili- 
ty for a very long period,” The pamphlet 
contains, as the raahite of u series of experi- 
ments at the farm, much valuable informa- 
tion in regard to the different varisties of 
corn and the best modes of cultivation, 
Professor Saunders says that opinions differ 
an to the relative values of ensilage and hay 
some careful observers claiming that two 
tons of well prepared ensilage are equal to 
one ton of bay, while othors hold that three 
tons ore required to furnish the same quan- 
tity of nutriment. The details are furvish- 
ed of the cost of growing two acres of corn 
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and putting it in the silo at the Central Ex- 
perimental Farm The result fixes the tot- 
al cost at from $1.25 to $1.46 per ton, ac- 
cording to the mode of computation, It is 
obviously true, therefore, that as the Pro- 
fessor observes; no other food so nutritious 
for the winter feeding of stock can be pro- 
duced so cheaply, These statements will 
serve to illustrate the practical and useful 
nature of these bulletins. We hope they 
are very witlely read and studied by the 
farmers of Canada,

generations to remove the original forest 
trees, they removed too many. This may 
not have been from choice, hewever, as the 
devouring flames which turned the timbers 
into ashes so completely swept over the fal- 
lows of prostrate timbers that any trees that 
wore left for shade were left charred and 
dead, They did not realize in those days, 
when trees were plentiful in the unbroken 
forest, that the time was very near when 
trees would be too few, If a solitary tree is 
left standing in a field where stock range in 
summer, they crowd around it in the heat 
of the day like bees. They do so because 
it is good for them, If good for them, it 
should be provided, If cannot be provided 
in any form so cheaply as in the form of 
trees. These may be best plauted in clumps 
on some airy elevation or in the corners of 
the fields. When planted there they may 
assume the shape of a triangle, and must of

course be protected until they are a good 
size. They will then provide shade for a 
long time, aud without seriously interfering 
with cultivators, Where no shade is furn- 
ished in a field devoted to pasturage, it may 
be possible to urrange to have the stock go 
to sume other field possessed of shade. it 
that cannot be dove, they may perhaps be 
given the freedom of the lane in the heat of 
the day, and so have access to the shade of 
the sheds facing the barnyard, Wherever 
it comes from, the stock should have shade 
and plenty of it, and the party who will not 
furnish it must pay the penalty of diminish- 
ed returns.—Canadian Five Stock and Farm 
Journal,

Our Nearness to the Glacial 
Epoch, 


Did you yer reflect, proud one, upon the 
narrow limits of the conditions that make 
human life possible? A little more heat 
and man and his works would wither into 
dust, a little more cold and the snows of per- 
petual winter would be heaped high above 
the mightiost of the earth's cities. Mr. OC, 
Harding tella the Royal Meteorological So 
ciety, London, thatthe frost of the past win- 
ter has been nore prolonged than any previous 
and daring the last hundred years, From 
Nov. 25, to Jan, 22, a period of 59 days, 
the mean temperature of the southeast of 
England was 2° below froezing-point, or 10° 
lower than the average, although in the ex- 
treine north of Scotland the cold was less 
than 1° greater than the average, This 
most remarkable period of frost leads Prof. 
'T. G. Bonney to inquire what permanent 
fall of empsratiny would restore the glacial 
period, He concludes that a lowering of 
the mean by only 18° would agaiv cover the 
British Isles and the northern United States 
with a sheet of ice, and that beyond the St. 
Lawrence the fall need be no more than 12° 
or 13°. An exchange of the present climates 
of the corresponding latitudes of the north- 
ern and southern hemispheres would bring 
England at least within the frozen zone,

In order the more successfully to carry on 
their war against the government the 
Chilian insurgents have appealed to the 
Kuropean powers to be recognized as insur- 
gents, thatis that the powers shall sanction 
their action as justifiable under the cir- 
cumstances. As it is the neutrality which 
form part of the compact that binds the 
fumily of nations, prevents any member of 
the family from furnishing those who rebel 
against constituted authority with arins, 
ammunition, supplies, in short, anything 
which might aid then in carrying out their 
rebellious purposes. On the other hand to 
recognize the ineurgents as belligerents 
leaves.them free to purchase from other 
nations anything they may desire orrequire, 
The grounds upon which the Chilian’ insur- 
gents press for this recognition are that they 
actually possess four provinces, that the: 
have the support of thenavy, and that their 
action was authorized by the Congress of 
1888. As opposed tothis claim the Balmo- 
ceda government are in a position to urge 
that they have undisputed possession of the 
Capital and the principal port; that the 
army is still loyal ; that most of the pro- 
vinees recognize their authority, and that 
the new Congress which takes the placeof the 
one th: egularly deposed President Bal- 
maceda is favorable to the government and 
has condoned the extraordinary action of the 
President in prolonging the credits for the 
military budget which the Chambers had de- 
clined to yote as necessary under the o 
cumstagces.. In yiewwof this strong position, 
though the Powers can Hardly avoid feeling” 
that Bilmaceda hay acted ina high-landed 
and dispotic manner, and is himself largely 
to blame for the present state of affairsy it 
is not likely that they will grantthe desired 
recognition. Nor is it desirable that they 
should, since in that case they would be only 
lending their aid m perpetuating a tratu 
cidal war that bas already done incalculable 
harm to the country, especially along the 
coast, and has brought ruin to many a pros- 
perous trader and merchant. Instead of 
such recognition humanity demands that the 
vilized nations shall unite in an effort to

The recordof the disasters that have within 
the past half century befallen the multitud- 
inous steamors plying between the United 
Statesand Europe would bealong and 
curious one, ‘The ill-fated President: would 
stand at the head, and then would follow 
the Humboldt, the franklin, the Arctic and 
others that have been already mentioned, 
the list growing rapidly asthe steamer 
multiplied until it reached our own time, 
Of course, however; it is possible to refer 
to only a few of the most notable at present, 

There was the City of Boston, for instance, 
that in the early parc of 1868 steamed out of 
Halifax harbor with a number of the most 
prominent merchants in the maritime prov- 
inces on board, and concerning which no 
faintest clue has ever beon discovered since. 
It was months before the families of those on 
hoard, waiting in the long drawn out torture 
of uncertainty, gave up all hope of their 
loved ones, More than once a cruel rumor 
threw them into eostacies of gladness only by 
its speedy refutation to cast them back into 
still sharper sorrow, I was a boy at school 
then, and one day there came to the waitin 
city the report that the missing steamer had 
made the Azores with all well on board, No 
sooner did it reach the ears of our worthy old 
teacher than, despite his dislike of holidays, 
he at once dismissed the school and hastened 
off to join the general rejoicing, Butalas! 
ouly when the sea gives up her dead will the 
secretof the City of Boston's loss be revealed, 

Another wreck that stirred the city of 
Halifax to its depths, although none of her 
people lirectly suffored by it, was that of the 
ateame?

the surface with the mtention of keeping 
down the moisture rising from below. 
Farmers are about through with the 
spring work; many have not yet sowed 
barley, however. A good deal of barley is 
raised in these parts, and it is found a con- 
venient and beneficial crop. Barley is one 
of the best crops to seed with, and it gives 
opportunity toclean the soil, I finished 
getting in my crop yesterday evening. My 
method is to let it tollow oats, The outs 
are grown on sod broken after being two 
ears in grass or pasture. The oat stubble 
is plowed carly in spring, about the last of 
April, not very deep. This is then harrow- 
ed as often as there is time (many good barley 
growers do not harrow at all), About the 
middle of June this land, whichI term a 
spring fallow —if much over-run with quitch 
grasa or other noxious weeds that cannot be 
subdued by the harrowa, is again plowed, 
the seed sowed immediately in the freshly- 
turned earth at the rate of two bushels to 
the acre, and a peck of timothy with a 
varioty ofclovers, andall harrowed thorough. 
ly witha spring-harrow until mellowed to 
the bottom of the furrow and finished with 
the roller, Ifthe landis free from quiteh 
grass or othor strong perennial weeds, there 
is no need of asecond plowing. I put on 
the dise harrow straight across the furrows ; 
in such soil the dise ay goes to the 
bottom of the furrow, or it is kept on till it 
does, The barley is then sown broadcast 
and covered with the spring-toothed float 
harrow. TJ find that clover and timothy 
grow finely with barley.

Swifter than the Su 
AN ELECTRIC CURRENT GIRDLES THE GLODE 
IN THRER SECONDS, 

Philadelphia scientists aro preparing to 
find out how fast an electric current travels. 
An exporiment will be made, probably from 
the Franklin Institute, by connections over 
the Atlantic cable to Liverpool and return. 

The most recent exporiment was tried at 
McGill College, Montreal. The current was 
transmitted in Montreal, was transferred to 
the cable at the Newfoundland cable station 
by means of Thompaon’s mirror galvanome- 
ter, sent across to the station at Liverpool, 
and returned to Montreal by the same meth 
od. The distance traversed, partly by over- 
head wire and partly by cable, was 8,000 
miles. From the time the current left the 
key in Montreal until it returned to the re- 
ceiver in the same office jast one second and 
one twentieth of a second had elapsed; but 
the conditions were not as good as they 
might have been, hence the further experi- 
ment to be made here, 

The zppiaity, with which the current trav- 
els over short wires with no delay indicated 
unlimited possibilities in the direction of 

ractical testa, Prof. Marks of the Edison 
Electric Light Company is authority for the 
assertion that if the globe was encircled 
with a continuous cable a current would 
travel the entire distanco in a trifle over 3 
seconds, At this rate a current would trav- 
to the sun, covering the distance of 96,000,- 
000 miles, in three and a half minutes. 

‘In this age of science,” said one of the 

entlemen who will participate in the exper. 
iments, ‘* people have an idea that we know 
so much now there is nothing more to be 
discovered. Why, we are yet in our infan- 
cy as far as electricity goes. New discover- 
ies will yet be made, and we will live to see 
them put into practical use, which will rev- 
olutionize the entire world, The experi- 
ment which we are about to make in tele- 
graphy is only a feeler, which will lead to 
other and more startling experiments. The 
establishment of telephone communication 
between the hemispheres is alsad yA being 
seriously discussed.’—Philadelphia Record 


Female Suffrage in England. 


Nothing has recently excited the inner 
Conservative circles 80 much as Lord Salis- 
bury’s declaring that female suffrage ought 
to form part of the coming electorate re- 
form. The election agents of intending can- 
didates hescige the executive of the Conser- 
vative Association demanding to know 
whether this is an essential part of the Gov 
ernment programme. A host of members of 
the House of Commons have warned the 
Executive that a female vote plank would 
not be accepted by an influential section of 
the party without a protest, 

LORD SALISBURY'S ATTITUDE. 


The Premier has long been known to be 
inclined to concede the right of suffrage to 
women as a probable counterpoise to the 
democratic tendency to the principle of man- 
hood suffrage, but now for the first time he 
has tried to commit the party to this mo- 
mentous change of franchise. The council 
of the Conservative Association, at an in- 
formal meeting lately, decided to intimate 
to Lord Salisbury that the party was so di- 
vided on the question that it would be un 
wise to recognize it as a Government prin- 
ciple. 

PREPARING FOR THE CONTEST. 

In spite of Lord Salisbury’s allusion that 
the life of Parliament will not expire until 
August, 1893, electoral agents are preparing 
for dissolution in the spring. The Conserva- 
tive platform, upon which candi 8 will 
begin their canvass without del 
definitely cast. Apart from the Irish Local 
Government bill, in the cousideration of 
which the Ministerialists desire such ob 
struction as will justify dissolution in the 
spring, the platform will include a reform 
bill amending the distribution of seats by 
reducing the Welsh and Irish representa- 
tion, slightly increasing the Scotch, and giv- 
ing large advantages to the English repre- 
sentation, Other planks will be: The main- 
tenance of the freehold franchise, the main- 
tenance of the residential safeguard’ against 
personation, the abolition of the illiterate 
vote, and legislation securing old age pen- 
sions, and for the creation of workmen's 
boards of arbitration. -

A new species of vegetable whiskey shop 
has been added to the collection of plant 
enriosities at the Washington Botanical 
Phe quoritdistills inthe pitcher 
shaped receptacles that hang from its stems 
is especially liked by frogs; which bop into 
these traps for the purpose of drinking it 
Although the sweetish fluid is a powerful 
intoxicant, the batrachian customer, how= 
ever wildly over-stimulated,would certainly 
jump out again were it not that two. very 
sharp dagger-like thorns project downward 
from the'ltp of the vesselin such a mapnet 
that Mr, Frog in trying to escape is thrust 
through the body by them at every leap 
until presently he falls dead in the * liquid 
refreshment ”—an appropriate object leason 
toallintemperate creatures—whereupon the 
plant absorbs his substance, a4 the ordinary 
whiskeyshop consumes that of its frequeuter, 
and is thus supported.

on. Doubtlesa they allicould live on any 
animal food, but there séoms to bea differ- 
ence of taste among the insects as to the 
liquors, One species will only touch the 
drink served by a certain representative of 
this carniverousy plant familys nother 
selects by preference a different brew, and 
soon, Thus but one sort of bug is ordin- 
arily found in each’ set of pitchers, those de- 
signed for the accommodation of large 
beetles and cockroaches’ being as big as 
small shoes. It is very curious to cut open 
one of these yessels after it has become 


withered and dead, being merely formed at 


one end of the leaf, and to find what a won- 
derful collection of victims it hus gathered 
in and not finally digested, often numbering 
many hundreds, if the prey id small, The 
whole structure of each trap is beyond 
measure curious, the inner surface of some 
coated with little bristles that project down- 
ward and prevent the guest so hospitably 
revelyed from walking out again, This is 
particularly a feature of what the aspera: 
tendent calls the vegetable lager beer saloons, 
which prepare a liquor of much less intoxi- 
cating quality in tall chalice-shaped yessels 
instead of pitchers, depending upon drown- 
ing their customers rather than upon making 
them so drunk that they cannot get away, 
A deplorable thing it seoms, by the way, to 
find such bad habits prevalent ADORE bugs, 
the opinion having been always held that 
only man, the most noble of animals, had a 
right to indulge in vices to the elaboration 
and invention of which he has given somuch 
attention, 

So far as can be ascertained, no analysis 
ever been made of the liquors dispensed by 
these vegetable gin mills, chiefly owing to the 
fact that such an experiment would involve 
avery diflicult problem in organicchemistry.

of which swells up your tongue so that you 
cannot speak for days, or the famous 
“butcher plant” of Maryland, that has, in- 
stead of leaves, so many pairs of toothed 
jaws that close upon any insect venturing 

tween to get at the bait within, 

This ‘butcher plant,” which trows no- 
where in the world save in the vicimty of 
Wilmington, N. C., suffer for its carniverous 
habits, being a chronic victim of indigestion. 
Each stomach trap, having used up most of 
the gastric juice which it secretes in digest- 
ing the first living prey caught, usually finds 
the second victim it captures disagree with 
it, and the third it is unable to assimilate 
satisfactorily, Then the trap turns from 

teen to brown and dies, like any leaf, other 
resh ones developing meanwhile to take up 
the work of gobbling. “Afterall, tii greedy 
vegetable is not nearly so bad as the * cruel 
plant,” as it is called, whose flowers wan- 
tonly capture unsuspecting butterflies that 
alight to sip honey, and hold them until

Visitor is dropped on the ground, 

Plants even employ instcts as their ser- 
Vants in the work of reproducing their spe- 
cies, paying them wages in honey, Most 
vegetables combine the two sexes in one 
flower; but breeding “in and in” is no 
more healthy for them than it is for animals 
One blossom must marry with another if the 
species is to be continued in a healthy way. 
So young Mr Honeysuckle dresses himself 
in u spring suit of bright yellow and

getting some of the p»llen on her head, and 
thisshecarriesto another honeysuckle, where 
she stops fora second bit of refreshment, 
incidentally rubs off some of the pollen upon 
its stigma, Thus is accomplished the mar- 
riage of the flowers. 

But the bee is the Cupid of the vegetable 
world, to whom is assigned most of this 
marrying and giving in marriage anion 
the blossoms. There is one kind of orchi 
that depends altogether for the continuance 
of its species upon flights among bees. ‘To 
4 moral delinquency on their part it may be 
suid to owe its survivalentirely. Tho petals 
of each of its flowers are so bent as to form a 
sort of little tunnel, and to getat the honey 
a bee must go in at one end or the other. If 
nothing interferes it will never come in con- 
tact with any of the pollen, but now and 
then it happens that it meets another bee 
which has entered from the other side, 
Then there is a fight, and in the scrimmage 
the combatants get bounced around and are 
covered with the reproductive powder.

Mrs. French Sheldon’ Adyen ture, 


One of the most remarkable ingidents_of 
Mrs. French Sheldon’s journey to Kilman- 
jaro was the circum-nayigation of Lake 
Chala, the small sheet of water which fills 
the crater of ayoleano a short distance to 
the east of the base of Kimawenzi... This 
benutifal lake was (first discovered by one 
of the earliest missionary explorers of this 
j region (New), who descended to the edge 
of the water—a feat that Thomson some 
"years afterwards seems to have thoughtim- 
possible. The natives have, however, always 
| held that there was a way down the almost 

perpendicular sides of the crater, and only 
three or four years ago another missionary 
explorer succeeded in making the descent. 
Mrs. Sheldon: was not, however, content 
merely to'touch the waters of this mysteri- 
ous lake, A party of Russian sportsmen 
*had left behind them at Kilmanjaro a sort 
of pontoon boat in sections, which had 
eventually come iuto the possession of Mr. 
Keith Anstruther, a young Scotchman; who 
was at ‘Taveta when Mrs, Sheldon arrived 
there. Mr. Anstrather suggested the daring 
project of launching this boat on the waters 
of Lake Chala, and Mrs. Sheldon at once 
offered to join him in the attempt.

Compressed Tea- 


Tablet tea is manufactured at Hankew in 
factories belonging to Russian firms there. 
It is made of the finest tea dust procurable. 
The selection of the dust is the work of 
skilled experts ; the cost of the dust varies 
from 10d, a pound upward. This dust is 
manufactured into tablets by steam machin- 
ery. About two ounces and a half of dust 
are poured into a steel mould on a steel 
cylinder. The dust is poured in dry with- 
out steaming, and the pressure brought to 
bear is two tons per tablet. Great care is 
required in the manufacture and packing 
of tablet tea, and the cost is comparatively 
high. The tablets are wrapped first in tin foil, 
then in expensive and attractive paper 
wrappere, and pany packed in tin-lined 
cases for export toRussia, The tea, it is 
stated, losses. none of its flavor by being 
pressed into tablets, and, as tablet tea is 
only one-sixth of the bulk of leaf tea, it is 
most convenient for ‘travelers, and also for 
importing into the remoter regions of 
Russia. The increase in the export of tea 
dust from Hankow to 726,729 1b. in 1890, 
from 140,933 Ib, in 1889, is due to the fact 
that while Indian and Ceylon teas are oust: 
ing China tea from the British market, many 
consumers, being accustomed to the flavor 
of China tea, wish for it. To meet this 
demand grocers use China tea dust to flavor 
the Indian tea. All the tea dust exported 
gocs to Great Britain, Lately a new com: 
modity has come on the Hankow market, to 
which the customs give the name of log tea, 
It is an inferior tea with stalks packed in the 
shape of logs, which weigh from 8 1b. to 80 
Ib, cach log.

The white cheese 
came to Mr. Harry Webb, who has kept it 
in store until this week and now divides it 
in sample pieces among the trade. The 
frosh-made goods were considered of the 
moat excellent and promising character, and 
the parcol held appears to verify in all par- 
ticulars the expectation in rogard to its 
keeping quality, the general verdict of those 
who are experts deciding it to be a perfect 
choose These cheese wore made by Mr. J. 
8. Drewry of Warkworth, who carried off 
tho honors in 100 % class, and tho results af- 
ford much satisfaction to the champions of 
the Canadian product,”

The Muck-a-li Trip. 

At 83 minutes after 12 a.m, on Monday, 
July 20th, five livaves of tho Muck a licamp 
left the shores of Rawdon creek for the 
shores of Crow Lake. 

In the party were Injan Joe, Old man 
‘raid of bis horse, Bill Beaver, Cumego and 
Long Jim, the latter two acting as guides 

A detachment of the Stirling Brass Band 
accompanied the party as far as Crow Lake 
and aroused the peaceful slumberers living 
by the wayside, with aweet strains of music 

“After breakfasting. the well laden ca 
were launched on far-famed Crow Lak 
as the sun made bia appearance on the East 
ern bills 

By the time they reached the head of the 
lnke their next meal waa supplied; Injun 
Joo having Janded a twelve pound * Inoge.” 

Entering Crow river their difficulties be 
gan. Five rapids had to bo poled and for 
any but experienced yoyageurs it is a diffi- 
cult task, 

At tho second rapids a little accident 
ocourred, which might have resulted fatall, 
Long Jim losing his balance was thrown in 
the whirlpool, but by the exertions of him- 
solf and Cumego reached the canoe in safety. 
At the last rapids, Old man 'fraid of his 
horse showed signs of weakness and was 
overheard to romark, in a weak voice, and 
his own peculiar language, ‘*Oh Injun Joe 
I hear another chappie roariv,” 

In the river the fishing is very good, 
black bass could be seen lurking at the foot 
of the rapids, where the torrent came tgaring 
down over boulders of immense size, 

At Belmont Lake the tent was pitched on 
a shady nook brpos te Brown's landing, 
where they were able to obtain all supplies 
that the forest and stream did not afford. 
From the top of Brown’s hill there is ob- 
tained a magnificiont view of the Lake, 
Belmont Lake, with its numerous sbady 
islands and sloping shores, is considered one 
of the prettiest lakes in the north country, 
and from the top of Brown’s bil) at sunrise 
it can be seen in all its glory. 

The fishing in Belmont is not so good as 
one might expect, but the Muck a-li camp, 
notwithstanding the scores of fishermen on 
the lake, managed to secure more than they 
needed, 

Tt was a healthy life the camp lived —up 
at sunrise in the morning, on the water and 
in the woods all day long,—giving them an 
appotite as only roughing it can. 

n the evening they enjoyed themselves 
with quaiot Indian songs, accompanied by 
the cornet and harmonica. One evening 
having visitors they had an Indian reel In- 
dian Joe calling off. 

One thing a stranger notices on bis arrival 
at Belmont is the wonderful echo,—a yell or 
a note from the cornet can bo heard repeat- 
ing itself 4 or 5 times, 

‘etween Belmont and Deer Lake there is 
a magnificent fall of about sixty feet, the 
sight of which is well worth the trip. The 
water rushes over three steps each 20 feet 
high and presents arena appearance, 

Arriving at Lake Tongomong they camped 
for the night and started for home next 
morning, running every rapid with the skill 
which only an Indian can attain to. They 
camped on an Island at the head of Crow 
Lake. A storm came up and they were be- 
seiged by an army of mosquitoes. The 
island being very rocky afforded these pests 
a great opportunity for sharpening their bills 
bators the attack, and it scemed as though 
the bulk of them studied avatomy from six 
in the evening till six in the morning. 

At sunrise they started for the foot of the 
lake and here Injun Joe and Old man ’fraid 
of bis horse had a wonderful stroke of luck, 
They landed six magnificent ‘ lunge,” the 
largest weighing about 12 pounds, and the 
others about 10 pounds each, 

In the afternoon they succeeded in bring- 
ing in two more weighing 8 pounds apiece. 
No doubt more would have been caught but 
a 25 pounder snapped the trol] and went to 
the bottom of the lake with a very sore 
mouth, 

Sunday was spent parr gudenty and next 
morning Injun Joe and Old man ‘fraid of 
his horse returned to their wigwams and 
Pees on the banks of Rawdon creek, 
leaving Uomego and Long Jim for a few 
days longer.
